Wilhelm’s Ministry Figuring 
Their Gains. | 


They Count on the General Alarm 
to Defeat the Socialists. - 


Clerical Leaders Issue a Manifesto 
to the Catholics. 


The Government Will Open the Reich- 
stag With Good Support—Bourse 
Speculators—Herbert Bismarck 
Elected by the Agrarians, 


By Telegraph to The Times : 

BERLIN, June 18.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The election re- 
turns were virtually completed this 
afternoon, reports from one district 
only being lacking. Revision of the re- 
turns may necessitate a few altera- 
tions, but they will be trivial. The 
candidates elected number 215. Of 
these 101 will vote for the Army Bill 
and 114 against it. 

In the following list of parties the 
Anti-Semitic Conservatives in- 
cluded with the Conservatives, and the 
Independents are treated as members 
of the parties with which they affili- 
ated in the Reichstag: Lieber Cleri- 
cals, 68; Social Democrats, 29; Conserv- 
atives and Agrarians, 44; National Lib- 
erals, 18; Radical Unionists who favor 
the bill, 4; Poles, 12; Free Conserva- 
tives, 10; Clericals favorable to the bill, 
11; Alsatians, 7; South German Demo- 
crats, 4; Anti-Semitic, 3 (2 favoring the 
bill;) Bavarian Agrarians, 2; Gueiphs, 
1; Danes, 1; Bavarian. Separatists, 1; 
Reichterists, none. 

Among the candidates on 181 new 
baliots will be 10 Poles, 52 Conserva- 
ties, 9 Agrarians, 7 Free Conservatives, 
72 National Liberals, 30 ClericalJs, 7 
Social Democrats, 11 Radical Unionists, 
35 Reichterists, 16 Anti-Semitic, and § 
Guelphs. As expected, the latest re- 
turns increased steadily the list of 
members upon whom the government 
can rely for support. 

While the victories of the Social 
Democrats are regarded with alarm, 
their immediate effect upon the fate or 
the Army Bill will be more than offser 
by the losses of Richter Radicals. Af- 
ter four hours conference yesterday, the 
ministers, who met the Chancellor to 
discuss the results of the election, de.- 
cided that, in view of the recent re- 
turns, it would be superfluous and in- 
expedient to issue an appeal to. the 
country before the second ballots. A 
great majority of the ministers are con- 
fident they can secure a large number 
of seats at the second balots from the 
Richterists and Clericals. They depend 
upon the general alarm excited by the 
Social Democratic victories to drive the 
Clericals and opposition Clericals into 
the government camp in constituencies 
where the contests are between the 


Conservatives or National Liberal can- 


didates and Socialists. 

If expectations are realized, not only 
will the government open the Reich- 
stag with almost half the members on 
its side, but also will be enabled at the 
final poll to keep the Social Democrats 
down to a total of forty or forty-five 
seats. That the ministerial expecta- 
tions of a general combination against 
the Socialists are not entirely under- 
ground, is shown by the action of the 
Clerical leaders. The Socialist scare 
has become so general that the leaders 
have sent out a letter calculated to 
solidify the Catholic vote against the 
Social Democratic candidates, even in 
cases where such a course will lead to 
the election of Conservatives or Na- 
tional Liberals. 

Speculators on the Bourse took a 
sanguine view of the government pros- 
pects in the second ballots. Imperial 
and Russian stocks, which weakened 
on Friday, were strong yesterday in 
consequence of reports that the govern- 
ment would have a small majority at 
the opening of the Reichstag. Count 
Herbert Bismarck, who was elected by 
the Agrarians in Jerichow district, re- 
ceived 11.669 votes, to 6848 cast for 
Ferdinand Woellmer, Radical, who was 
the last member for the district. 
Gloecke, the Social Democratic candi- 
date, received 4431 votes. Count Her- 
bert’s majority over all is therefore 
480. 


Bil! Will Pass. 

LONDON, June 18.—The Berlin cor- 
respondent of the Daily News says: 
“There cannot be the slightest doubt 
but that the Army Bill will be passed 
with a good majority.’’ The Staridard’s 
Berlin correspondent expresses the 
same opinion, but somewhat less em- 
phatically. 


Pope's Folly Isiand. 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Prof. T. 
Cc. Mendenhall, on the part of the 
United States, and Commissioner King. 
on the part of Great Britain, will 
shortly determine the vexed question 
as to the legal ownership of Pope's 
Folly Island, off the coast of Maine, 
near the international boundary. . In 
view of Mendenhall’s discovery that 
the island, according to the first chart 
of Great Britain, was conceded to the 
United States, he believes he will have 
no trouble in settling the question in 
favor of this countgy. When this is 
settled the only other important mat- 
ter between the two countries is the 
determination of the boundary line he- 
tween Alaska and the British posses- 
sions. The party which left here in 
March last has been unable to accom- 
plish much, and it is not believed the 
boundary line will be marked for a 
year because of unfavorable weather. 


Against Concessions. 

LONDON, June 18.— Several anti- 
Parnellite members of Commons have 
received complaints from their constit- 
uents for not opposing the government 
concessions to the Unidnists in the de- 
bate on the Home-rule Bill. The Par- 
nellites intimated to the ministry that 
they will withdrew from the House in 
the event of further concessions being 
made. Sexton’s supporters are disposed 
to take similar action. _The followers 
of Healy are in favor of adhering to 
the government. 


Homage to Bismarck. 

BERLIN, June 18. hun- 
dred Mecklenburgers and 5000 Ham- 
burgers went to Friedrichsruhe today 
to pay homage to Prince Bismarck. 
The Prince made a long speech, aijlud- 
ing to the battle of Waterloo and the 
part which Germany took in it. He 
appeared hale and hearty, and was en- 
thusiastically cheered.

BIG BLAZE AT CHICAGO. 


A Six-story Huiiding Destroyed With 
Much Loss, 

CHICAGO, June 18.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) <A _ six-story .building at 
Wabash avenue and Congress street 
was entirely d«stroyed by fire today. 
The structure was occupied by a num- 


ber of firms, whose combined losses

The building was valued at $150,000, 
and was Owned by John Quincy Adams 
of Wheaton, Ill..

ASHLAND (Wis.,) June 18.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Llron River, a thriv- 
ing lumber town of over two thousand 
population, twenty-five miles from Ash- 
land, is in flames, and is likely to be 
entirely wiped out. The fire caught on 
the outskirts of the village from forest 
fires, destroying the new schoolhouse, 
Congregational and Catholic ‘churches 
and Hessey & Hatton's big ware- 
house. At 6 o'clock the entire resi- 
dence portion of the city was in flames. 
Help was sent for here, but the special 
jumped the track, causing severel hours 
delay. Forest fires are raging all 
through Northern Wisconsin. 

Today the town of Washburn had a 
close shave, and the fire made a heavy 
sweep in and about White River. It is 
likely to burn millions of feet of stand- 
ing pine. Ouly a year ago Iron River 
was entirely destroyed by fire. Several 
people were brought to Ashland tonight 
who were badly injured, narrowly es- 
caping with their lives.

The towns of Vir- 
ginia and Mountain Iron, on the Du- 
luth, Mesaba and Northern road, have 
been destroyed by forest fires, and Mes- 
aba and Biwabik on the Duluth and 
Iron Range have also been visited by 
serious fires, and Tower had a like ex- 
perience. There are 2000 people home- 
less in Virginia and without food or 
shelter, every provision depot and its 
contents in the place being destroyed. 

Women and children are housed in 
box cars, but have nothing to. eat, and 
no engine there to move them. The sit- 
uation at Mountain Iron is little better. 

As soon as the news of these facts 
reached Duluth, arrangcsacnts were be- 
gun to send relief to the destressed, the 
Duluth, Mesaba and Northern getting 
a special together to be started as soon 
as possible. All restaurants and hotels 
are preparing food to be sent to the 
sufferers, and tents are being collected. 
It is feared the fatalities will be num- 
erous. 


OVER ONE MILLION. 


It is Feared Many Towns Have Been 
Barned. 

Sr. Paci (Minn.,) June 18.—|By the 
Associated Press.| There are many 
mining camps employing a large num- 
ber of men in the neighborhood of Vir- 
ginia, and they are undoubtedly burned.

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HAWAII'S FLAG 


Is Floating Above Lilinokalani’s 
Palace. ~ 


Raised by the Provisional Govern- 
ment With Ceremony. 


Apparent Blow to the Hopes of the 
Royalist Party. - 


Report That the Queen Would Be De- 
ported Causes Excitement—Her 
rower of Attorney to 

Neumann.

HONOLULU, June 10.--(Correspond- 
ence .of the Associated Press, per 
steamer City of Peking. via San a he 
cisco, June 18.) For the first time in te 
recent history of the Hawaiian Islands? 
the Hawaiian national flag was floated 
over the palace on June 2. The fermal 
occupation of the palace by the provis- 
ional government, and the raising of 
the national emblem over it, are re- 
garded by the annexationists generally, 
and by many of the natives, as a final 
blow to the monarchy. The building 
was formally dedicated to its new uses 
on June 6, with some ceremony in 
which the troops, the government and 
other officials participated. On June ° 
the government paid to Claus Spreckels 
$95,000 owed to him, and there is a feel- 
ing of relief among the officials that the 
government is no longér under obliga- 
tions to him. Spreckels denies that he 
was actuated by a desire to embarrass 
the government by demanding the re- 
turn of the money loaned by him. He 
eays it was merely a business trans- 
action: the debt was overdue and he 
gsvanted his money. 

Minister Blount is anxious to return 
home, and both the royalists and the 
annexationists would be glad to have 
the question settled one way or the 
other. The idea of a_ protectorate is 
still in favor with the annexationists. 
The provisional government has passed 
a law giving the Attorney-General dis- 
eretionary powers in admitting to bail 
persons charged with murder, treason 
or seditious offenses. Heretofore all 
offenses have been bailable, and this 
Jaw is considered to be a further pre- 
caution on the part of the government 
to prevent conspiracies and to shut off 
the royalist and native - newspapers 
@rom too severely criticising the govern- 
Wilder, son of Vice-President 
Wilder has been appointed Consul-Gen- 
eral at San Francisco, to succeed F. 8. 
Pratt, removed. On June 6 Minister 
and Mrs. Blount left for a short visit 
to Maui, and, though they will be gone 
until June il, rumors of impending 
trouble began to arise before the 
steamer bearing the peacemaker, as Mr. 
Blount is called, had fairly gotton out- 
side of Honolulu harbor. The royal- 
ists claimed to have received reliable 
information that the provisional gov- 
ernment had decided to deport the ex- 
Queen on the steamer City of Peking, 
due from China June 7. They prepared 
to resist any such attempt, and men 
were placed on guard at the ex-Queen's 
residence to give to the deporters a 
warm reception.

LAWN TENNIS. 


The Championship Tournament to 
Be Held at San Rafael. 


Players from Every Tenvis Center In the 
West to Take Part—Los Angeles 
Will Have at Least Two 

Representatives. 


The San Francisco Examiner of Sat- 
urday, in an article on lawn tennis, says:

They are eagerly 
watched at any rate, and from the 
present standing of the four it would be 
hard guessing to pick the winner in the 
singles. 

Against the four star players from 
Oakland and San Francisco will be 
arrayed some of the best talent of the 
Coast.

Walter Hobart is 
another who should hold his own. He 
has not played as much as some of the 
others inthe club tournaments so far 
this season, but his practice and private 
play show that he is in good form and 
able to play even with and beat a good 
many of the cracks.

Some people may be hard to please, 
but no one who saw yesterday’s ball 
game at Athletic Park has any reason 
to complain.

AN ELECTRICAL ENGINEER. 


HOW A BOY SHALL SET TO WORK 
FOR THE PROFESSION, 


By J. H. Vail. 


[Assistant Chief Engineer Edison General 
Electric Company. }

To become a successful electrical en- 
gineer a boy should have a natural 
talent for mechanics. And he should 
fortify this talent with a thorough 
course of practical education. 

With the foundation of a good study 
of electrical and mechanical engineer- 
ing, combined with a natural taste for 
mechanical work, good health and an 
ambition to rise, a young man has be- 
fore him the probability of success. 


But the technical graduate is not an 
engineer; he has réceived only an im- 
portant part of his training. 

The real engineer’s entire life is a 
constant “educational course.”’ 

It has been said that the electrical 
engineer should be  nine-tenths me- 
chanical and one-tenth electrical. He 
will also require some knowledge of 
civil engineering. In fact, he should 
be a general all-round engineer. 

INDISPENSABLE STUDIES. 
The young student should aim to be- 
come well grounded in mathematics, 
physics, chemistry and mechanics. He 
should also have a good general educa- 
tion and particularly should he have a 
of business methods, 

aws of co - 
ntracts and specifi 

The educated engineer has a better 
chance of ultimately becoming emi- 
nent in the profession than the one 
lacks technical education. He 
Starts with the knowledge which the 
other has to acquire slowly, and it 
combines instantaneously with his 
practical work. 

But it must not be forgotton that 
many an ambitious boy has had from 
force of circumstances to engage at 
an early age in manual labor, instead 
of following his bent and preparing 
for the work he liked. It will always 
be so. But such a boy by diligent 
study will manage to gain the requi- 
site technical knowledge during after- 
work hours, and thus makes a chance 
to gain a position in the profession. 
The young man who cannot create for 
himself a chance to acquire technical 
knowledge is not likely to rise to any 
eminence. 

The student must look fully into the 
mechanical features of electrical en- 
gineering. 

INDISPENSABLE PRACTICE. 

He should have a fair knowledge of 
boilers, engines, shafting, foundations, 
construction of buildings and similar 
work, and he should take.a hand when- 
ever he can in all grades of the work. 
To be successful an engineer must be 
willing and always ready to lay off. his 
coat, put on his overalls and do a 
quantity of manual work. The student 
must make himself competent to per- 
form any part of a job with his own 
hands. 

I make the points strohg on mechan- 
ical qualifications. In my experience I 
have found but little difficulty in teach- 
ing trained mechanits how to perform 


a man having a knowledge of electric- 

ity, yet devoid of mechanical talent, is 

not valuable ‘in practical work, even 

when well up in technical, scientific 

theory. 

CHOOSING A BRANCH OF ELECTRICAL 
WORK, 

Owing to the rapid growth of ap- 
plied electrcity, and to the wonderful 
developments from year to year in elec- 
tric lighting, power and railway work, 
it is almost impossible for any one 
individual to be proficient in all 
branches. 

The diversity of the business has sep- 
arated the different kinds of electrical 
construction. There are so many di- 
visions that it would require a life- 
time o become a master in all. 

Therefore it is better to select some 
one branch in which.-to attain the mas- 
tery. One may become a specialist in 
electric lighting, or in electric railway, 
or in electric power, or in telegraph 
or telephone work. 

But despite the advantages of a tech- 
nical education, probably the great ma- 
jority of boys, who start In the elec- 
trical business with the view of mak- 
ing it their life work, gain their know- 
ledge of it in a practical way. 

THE BOY WHO STARTS IN. 

We will suppose that he has of course 
@ natural taste for science, and some 
aptitude for applied mechanics, and a 
special interest in electricity. 

At the outset he will occupy a posi- 
tion something like ‘“‘the helper’’ who 
accompanies a plumber. He will stand 
ready to render assistance to the skilled 
workman whom he accompanies on 
different jobs, meanwhile keeping his 
eyes and ears open to hear all he can. 

One of the most common branches of 
electrical work is the lighting of a 
store or a factory or some other large 
building. This is comparatively easy, 
because you have to deal with only 
one “‘system”’ of wires carrying a cur- 
rent to supply one establishment. 

Eventually, the boy as he gains ex- 
perience will assist in lighting a town 
or a city. The larger the area over 
which the electric light is to be dis- 
tributed, and the greater the number 
of individual consumers, the more in- 
tricate is the work. The conductors 
or wires have to be placed on poles or 
in underground conduits, and the sizes 
of the conducting wires must be care- 
fully computed with reference to the 
wants of different individuals along the 
line, One man requiring more light at 
one time than his neighbor, and so on. 
The amount of “‘current’’ to be con- 
sumed by each subscriber must be 
measured, and the engineer must see 
that there is no wastage, and he must 
guard against possible dangers to life 
and property. 

The amount of “current” required is 
estimated by the length of time the 
light is to be used, and the size, num- 
ber and description of lamps employed. 
In a circuit having a single dynamo 
there may be from one to fifty lamps. 

What is called the “‘series’’ system is 
used in the installation of the are 
lamp, and the “parallel’’ system is 
used for the incandescent light; in the 
former system the entire current 
passes through each lamp; in the lat- 
ter it is subdivided. 

In the more advanced departments 
of the work accurate mathematical 
calculations are required. 

Many important electrical calcula- 
tions are made according to what is 
called “Ohm's law,’ Ohm being the 
name of an eminent electrician who dis- 
covered the law. And here I will say 
that I believe # thorough knowledge 
of Ohm's law is most useful, in fact, 
indispensable to every man engaged in 
ordinary electrical work. 

While the young electrician is work- 
ing in the practical field he must also 
be constantly ingreasing his theoreti- 
cal knowledge of the _ science. He 
ought to provide himself with the most 
useful text books treating on the vari- 
ous subjects. He ought to be building 
up a good working library. The _liter- 
ature of electricity is probably the 
largest pertaining to any topic of mod- 
ern science. 

As before stated, the field of electri- 
cal work is vast; there are many di- 
visions and branches, but it is advan- 
tageous that the young employee shall 
make himself generally familiar with 
the whole subject before devoting him- 
self to a particular line. e more 
he learns, and the greater skill he dis- 
plays in working in each of the differ- 
ent branches, the more valuable he will 
become to the company employing him, 
and the more certain will be his 
ehances for advancement in his own 
line, and the more intelligently he-will 
decide on that line. 

BRANCHES OF GENERAL KNOWLEDGE. 

Here are some of the most impor- 
tant branches of the profession with 
which he ought to become ac4uainted. 
He must have a fair knowledge about 
the several kinds of dynamos and 
about electrical machinery generally. 

To a knowledge of the different sys- 
tems of distribution for arc and incan- 


| descent lights he must add a know!l- 


edge of placing wires overhead and 


good electrical construction. But many 


underground; of testing conductors; of 
testing for insulation; of testing for 
faults in dynamos and its system of dis- 
tribution; a familiarity. with the pro- 
cess of dynamo construction; also of the 
construction of arc and incandescent 
lights; also of the necessary appliances 
that go to make up a “system” of 
electric lighting. He must also acquire 
a knowledge of electric motors, electric 
railway systems and the details of their 
construction. 

While he is becoming practically fa- 
miliar with these various branches -of 
electrical engineering, if he is at all 
ambitious, he will naturally strive for 
a responsible position where his services 
will command a compensaton. But the 
main point is to become thoroughly pro- 
ficient. Then an dvance of position is 
dead sure to come. 

THE BOY OF TODAY IS LUCKY. 

The boy of this period has better op- 
portunities afforded him in an educa- 
tional way than those enjoyed by the 
men who are now at the top of the pro- 
fession, when they were boys. 

Manual training schools, technical 
schools, and also special scientific cour- 
ses in colleges are increased in number, 
and they all afford a more thoroughly 
practical common sense education than 
formerly. All subjects are taught in a 
sensible way with a view to their prac- 
tical application. Theory and practice 
are united, and the student who is an 
enthusiast for electrical engineering 
finds the road opening broadly before 
him in a most interesting manner. 
Everything, indeed, is to\the advantage 
of the present generation of boys. 


VENTURA COUNTY. 


Speculation About the Ojai Valley Rall- 
 poad’s Intentions—Fatal Accidents. 

The probable intentions of the Ventura 
and Ojai Valley Railway Company are 
causing considerable speculative § talk 
among the citizens of this lively little city. 
That something of importanceis in the 
wind they are all sure of—they can rest 
assured, however, that the company means 
business, and that the whirl of the electric 
motor—a storage battery one at that, and 
from all accounts the first to be used on the 
Coast—will soon greet theirears. One of 
the directorsof the company will leave 
soon for San Francisco to complete the ar- 
rangements already entered into with the 
inventor and owner of the motors, and ten 
days or two weeks will sec the cars in oper- 
ation. 

The construction of the track, now in 
progress down Fair street and the connec- 
tion of the same with the wharf company’s 
track on the plier, willenable the railroad 
company to have such material for future 
cohstruction as may arrive bv water 
landed direct from the vessel to their cars, 
thereby saving the cost of several hand- 
lings. The road will immediately be ex-

ARIZONA NEWS. 


There is No Brake on Its Wheels of 
Improvement. 


Big Real Estate Sales—Electric Lights fos 
the Streets of Tucson and Phenix— 
Ditch Enterprises— Weather 
and Early Crops. 


Special Correspondence of The Times. 

TUCSON, June 16.—It is about time 
that all this hue and cry about Ari- 
zona’s heat should cease. A case of 


tropic part of this Territory from 
year to year, notwithstanding the mer- 
cury may be found for days at a time, 
along, near to and above the 100 notch. 
Deaths from heat in this Territory are 
exceedingly few and far between. 
There is a very marked difference be- 
tween Arizona’s heat and that of the 
Eastern States, where numerous sun- 
strokes occurred a few days ago, the 
mercury registering at the time only 
87 deg. Notwithstanding the occasional 
altitude to which our bright sunshine 
sends the mercury, there is no more 
healthful, balmy or delightful climate 
in the world than that which we have 
right here in Southern Arizona. 

Great satisfaction is expressed in this 
city that Evans and Sontag are cap- 
tured, as the bandits killed Vic Wil- 
son, one of the most popular men of 
this city. 


The Weather Bureau reports the fol- 
lowing: 

Yuma county—Yuma: First crop of 
corn is ripe; second crop is good roast- 
ing ears; first load of watermelons 
came in on Sunday, the llth; the crops 
of watermelons and muskmelons are 
immense; grapes ripened in J. W. Dor- 
rington’s garden Saturday, June 10, 
one week later, than usual, the variety 
is early Schiesler; late apricots are 
ripe and in market; the early crop has 
been gone for two months; all kinds of 
vegetables have an immense growth; 
farmers continue to prepare land for 
sowing alfalfa. 

Maricopa county—Phoenix: Orange 
groves are in prime condition, and are 
making a fine summer growth; they 
never before presented so fine an ap- 
pearance as they do now; the oranges 
are as large as good-sized hen’s eggs; 
melons are ripe. 

Prof. Bailey of the Chicago Inter- 
Ocean is quoted as saying: 

“Times are hard, financially, East, 
and will be for some time yet. In spite 
of the tightness of the money market, 
I find the capitalists willing to listen 
to talks on irrigation; in fact, more 
willing than usual, as they are seeking 
investments that have a land basis as 
security.”’ 

That is the sort of talk that proves 
the hope of Arizona. Prof. Bailey and 
his associates are now at Kingman to 
examine into a.big irrigation scheme... 
They are interested also in that great 
industry, the cultivation of canaigre. 

Ten thousand head of cattle, it is 
estimated, will be shipped from Yava- 
pai county this summer. Cattle there 
are now in good condition. Plenty of 
stock is yet left in Southern Arizona. 

Senator Stewart is in favor of a bill 
to deed all the arid land of the West 
to the States in which they are situ- 
ated. Arizona is with the Senator on 
this proposition, and would like even 
the school kands and other grants that 
Statehood would bring. . 

The Territorial Board of Equaliza- 
tion made raises of $3800 per mile in 
valuations of the Southern Pacific and 
Atlantic and Pacific roads. The mem- 
bers will probably not change the levy. 
And the railroads will not likely méet 
the raise. 

Another irrigation and water-storage 
enterprise’ is being surveyed on the 
Gila twelve miles above Yuma, by 
George Norton. The proposition is to 
put a sixty-foot dam on the river 
where it is crossed by a natural bridge. 
The river has a fall of over three feet 
to the mile, and it will consequently 
back the water twenty miles. e 
canal will run east of Yuma and into 
Mexico. . 

Work on the Santa Fe, Prescott and 
Phoenix Railroad continues with un- 
abated vigor, and the working force 
is kept up to its usual number. 

_ A $20,000 transfer of real estate in the 
business part of Phoenix was consum- 
mated a few days ago. 

Tucson streets will be lighted with 
electricity. Last night the Council fin- 
ally confirmed the change from gas. 
Phoenix, too, wants the dazzling light 
for its thoroughfares, and is in a fair 
way to have it soon. 

M. I. Pomeroy ig subdividing into town 
lots his farm on the southern edge of 
Mesa City. The Icts are twelve to the 
block, in size 57x170. He will place 
them at $80, and reports already a brisk 
demand. 

Prescott has subscribed $2000 toward 
celebrating the Fourth of July at that 
city. That city never does things by 
halves. 

A dispatch from Hermosillo, Mexico, 
states that settlers in the mountain dis- 
tricts east of that city are suffering 
from Indian depredations. Kid is again 
blamed for it. 

Quite a number of mills in southwest- 
ern New Mexico cannot be run on full 
time on account of scarcity of water. 
There has been no rain for several 
weeks, and very little can he expected 
until the rainy season in July. 

Judge Baker recently sentenced a 
Mexican to five years imprisonment in 
Yuma for robbing a child whom he met 
on the street, of $1. 

Of some of the profits to members of 
the Building and Loan Association of 
this city a good showing is made when 
compared with a report from 
the Occidental Building and Loan 
Association, one of the prominent com- 
panies of San Francisco. The San 
Francisco company shows on sixty pay- 
ments a book value of $81.92 per share, 
while the Tucson association, with bu* 
fifty-seven payments, shows a value per 
share of $102.94. On forty-eight pay- 
ments the San Francisco concern shows 
a value of $56.18 per share, while the 
Tucson association shows, on forty-five 
shares, $73.87 as the value of each share. 

There are several old Comstock min- 
ers from Virginia City working in the 
Jerome mines, and they all agree that 
the Comstock, in its most palmy days, 
was not equdl to the Jerome mines, 
either in richness or extent _of ore de- 
posits or bodies. . 

The Yuma Times says of the harmless 
and dirty Yumas: “It is to be hoped 
that the present administration will do 
something for the Yuma Indians. It is 
a fact that this tribe is the most ne- 
glected of any of the Government's 
wards, and none are more deserving. 
With the exception of the school, the 
Yumas receive no help from the Gov- 
ernment. Other tribes, less tractable 
and industrious, receive thousands of 
dollars every year in tools, farming im- 
plements and clothing. Under the last 
agent, no visits or inquiries: were made 
as to the needs of this tribe, and they 
are suffered to live a hand-to-mouth ex- 
istence which often borders on starva- 
tion. If they had a few hundred acres 
of irrigated land and tools to work with, 
they could live very well. If a sub- 
agent resided here it would also be an 
excellent policy. With the neglect they 
have received, the Yumas are slowly 
but surely decreasing, and a few years 
of the same policy will reduce then? to 
a handful.”’

Riverside County. 

The new county of Riverside is now 
in full running order, with a board of 
supervisors at active work, and all 
the other concomitants of county 
government. Very wisely, the new 
county has resolved to defer for some 
time the building of expensive county 
offices, and will content itself with 
rented buildings. 

Few new counties have started out 
with such fair prospects as River- 
side. Of the 57 counties of California, 
49 have a less area, 31 less popula- 
tion, and 29 less valuation. The 
county extends nearly across. the 
State, from the eastern boundary of 
Orange county to the Colorado River, 
with a total area of over 7000 square 
miles, The population in 1890 was 
13,745, which is more than the’ popula- 
tion of either Orange or Ventura 
county. Since that time it has largely 
increased, the city of Riverside alone 
claiming more than half that popula- 
tion today. 

Riverside .county contains ’a_re- 
rt rkable variety ef scenery, soil and 
climate. Except a line of seacoast, 
it is an epitome of Southern Cali- 
fornia. . Every known horticultural 
product may be raised in some part 
of’’the county. Its climate includes 
dépressions on the desert, 200 feet 
below sea-level, where the noonday 
sun is almost unbearable at mid- 


winter, and mountain summits where 


‘snow remains throughout the year. 
,it ‘has some of the most productive 
and some of the most worthless soil 
State.

Baccalaureate Sermon at the 
First Presbyterian. 


An Eloquent Discourse by the Rev. 
Burt Estes Howard. 


Annual Sermon Before the University 
of Southern California. 


Memorial Services at St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church—-Tributes to the Memory of 
the Late Pastor, Rev. G, F. 

Bugbee. 


The First Presbyterian Church was 
packed to the doors last night, on the 
occasion Of the ‘baccalaureate sermon 
by the pastor, Rev. Burt Estes Howard, 
before the Occidental College. It was 
an eloquent discourse, abounding in il- 
lustrations of force and beauty. 

Mr. Howard’s text was from John iv, 
$8: ‘Others have labored, and ye have 
entered into their labors.” | 

The men and women of today take up 
their burden not where their fathers 
lifted it to their shoulders, but far on. 
They leave behind them, covered with 
dust, the hands that gathered for them 
the treasures they now enjoy, the lega- 
cies left by master minds of the past. 
It has been said, sneeringly, that the 
modern schoolboy’ knows more that 
Socrates. In a measure it may be so. 
Because we live today in temples our 
hands have not reared. One lays 
the foundation, another builds upon 
it. Rarely do men enjoy the fruits of 
their own exertion. Thisis the story 
of almost every life. No man can 
measure his life by what he receives, 
but by the uplift he gives to those who 
come after him. No age or generation 
is independent; it is inseparably bound 
to the past. But every generation adds 
interest for the generations to come. 
No man livethto himself and no man 
dieth to himself. What the world will 
be depends largely upon what your life 
may give it. 

Gain and fame shape life for multi- 
tudes. Dollars and cents may mark 
| what a man has, but never what he is. 
A man’s value can only truly be counted 
by what he is worth in nobility and 
righteousness. His life has largest 
meaning who has best served his gen- 
eration. — ‘ 

God takes us into partnership with 
Him. Thus we are called to pour our- 
selves into His work. We area factor 
in allHisproblems. It weaves our little 
lives into the pattern that God 
is making. And all of  God’s 
work is ,to lead man’ up _ to 
perfection. No man can be faithful to 
the trust God itnposes who is seeking 
how much he can get out of the world, 
not how much he can putintoit. Today 
we stand on a commanding pinnacle of 
achievement, but is there no call for us 
to add something to life also? | 

Young folks, life means much to you. 
The keynote of it is giving, not gaining. 
Life means labor, not for yourselves, 
but for others, and for the years to 
come. It is not necessary to be known, 
to be of value. A man’s life is not use- 
less, though his name is never spoken. 
See bow the islands-of the sea, that 
rear proudly now, were wrought, be- 
cause of minute shell-fish that have 
lived and died, each making its little 
shell, until finally every shell lifted the 
formation upward, and upward, until at 
last a beautiful island was the result. 
What the world needs todayis not 
great names, but great souls. 

The cross of Christ has been handed 
down from generation to generation. 
You are the ones who must lift it up 
and bear iton. What the next genera- 
tion will receive depends upon how we 
bear Christ’s cross today. .This symbol 
of service is laid at your feet. You are 
to raise it and bearit along and lay it 
at the feet of your Master. Move out 
into life fearlessly, to face its hard- 
ships and endure its blows, if by so 
doing you can add to the treasury of 
the ages, tothe jewels that the years 
have gathered as they passed along. 

AT 8ST. PAUL'S. 

St. Paul's Protestant Episcopal 
Church was dressed in emblems of 
mourning yesterday morning in mem- 
ory of the deceased rector of the 
parish, Rev. George F. Bugbee. The 
service, aside from the usual service of 
the Episcopal Church, was entirely com- 
memorative and was deeply impressive.

There 
was something superior and dominant 
in his nature, a chief distinguishing 
element, which won hearts. He did 
not seek to build up his church, he

Rev. A. C. Smither, pastor of the 
Temple street Christian Church, 
preached to a large congregation 
yesterday morning on ‘'The Early Life 
of Jesus,’’ or that period covered by His 
life before His public ministry. He 
called attention tothe fact that Christ 
was intensely human as_ well as divine; 
that He passed through all the exper- 
ieaces incident to toiling and suffering 
humanity; that He toiled and suffered 
and endured dil that the world could 
heap upon a’ perfect character, and 
that by these means He became a per- 
fect high priest, and is, therefore, pre- 
pared to deeply sympathize with all 
His followers and leadthem to the 
heights of righteousness. By thus be- 
coming human He sanctified the rela- 
tionship of child and mother, and lifted 
woman to her present high position in 
society, and cares for the child from in- 
fancy. In these long years of obscurity 
and toil, When most likely He was, by 
work at the carpenter trade, support- 
ing His mother and younger brothers 
and sisters, He has sanctified labor and 
shown it to be the common heritage of 
man. He has taken away the stigma 
from poverty: for He himself had not 
where to lay His head and was buried in 
astranget’s tomb. His life was one of 
the greatest poverty and hardship. By 
these means He was intimately associ- 
ated with the race which He came to 
save. In this perfect life of Christ He 
teaches the worth of man apart from 
earthly conditions or circumstances. 
God finds worth in character. A con- 
cluding lesson is taught from Christ’s 
life, that purity can grow amid the 
vilest surrounding, even as the fragrant 


lily draws its life from the mud and 


mire. Amid the most wicked surround- 
ings, Christ shines as the purest char- 
acter of human history; is the fairest 
flower of the race. 

UNITY CHURCH. 

Rev. C, W. Wendté, the new Unita- 
rian bishop for the Pacific Coast, 
preached an eloquent sermon on “The 
Faith of the Infidels,’’ from the words: 
“The just shall live by faith,’’ Gala- 
tians ili, 11. He instanced Bruno, Vol- 
Paine, Jefferson 
and Franklin, as men that believed in 


God, conscience, the wise and moral 


order of the universe, although they 
had been branded as atheists by some 
theologians. He said Ingersoll had no 
right to claim these illustrious names 
as authority for his irresponsible and 
superficial agnosticism, since they held 
the doctrines of Christian theism, im- 
mortality and rewards and punish- 
ments, which Ingersollists do not cher- 
ish.

he is a negation. Great souls may have 
experienced occasional doubts;

In 
the name and love of truth they went 
forward in their studies till they won 
the «mighty affirmations of the spirit 
which banished their doubts. Christ’s 
faith is truth and the salvation of man- 
kind.

He was crucified as a malefac- 
tor and had His grave assigned among 
the wicked. After a sleep of three 
days in His grave, it is undeniable that 
he was seen by above a hundred for 
forty days after His resurrection. 

As touching the character of Christ’s 
government, it is declared to be peace. 
Unlike the governments that preceded 
it, it is to conquer by slaying sin, and 
not the sinner. Let us not mistake the 
character of Christ’s government to 
such a degree that we may at least 
couclude that the sinner may rest and 
be at peace in his sins. He came into 
this world to make war upon sin, to 
invade its domains and raise a si 
against it. Devils knew this, and did 
not dispute it. 

The second distinguishing feature in 
Christ’s government is its growth. Of

mended that proceedings be instituted 
for the proposed widening. 

It is stated that there isa large num- 
ber of the property-owners within this 
district who are in favor of the widen- 
ing, but who are not. willing to be as- 
sessed for it. 

The strip of land on the north side of 
First street between Main and Los 
Angeles streets, where the widening is 
proposed, is ten feet wide and is occu- 
pied by no buildings except three or 
four one-story structures, which are not 
valuable. 

The principal bone of contention is 
the building about to be erected at the 
corner of Main street in sucha man- 
ner as to project on to this strip. If 
built as anticipated the structure will 
command a fine view looking westward 
on First street. There is, however, 
eighty-seven feet of frontage on Main 
street, and a loss of ten feet willleave 
seventy-seven feet on which to build. 
Besides, it is said that additional front- 
age can be procured to the south if de- 
sired. 

If the building is constructed flush 
with the street at its present width, it 
seems probable that First street at that 
point will never be made more than 
sixty feet wide, as any future widening 
would entail so heavy an expense as tc 
render the same impracticable.

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RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Economy is to Be Practiced by 
American Roads. 


Offices are to Be Doubled Up and 
Dollafs Saved. _¥ 


San Francisco and the Southern 
Pacific’s Local Rates. 


How the San Joaquin Valley Fails, to 
Profit by Them—General, Local 
and Personal Kailroad 
Mention. 


“Eoonomy is now the watchword on 
all American roads,’ says the Chicago 
Herald. “Railroad managers are com- 
ing to value the services of an official 
who can save in operating expenses 
more than one who gains increased 
traffic at an increased cost. One of 
the first fruits of the spirit of economy 
is the establishment of a freight clear- 
ing-house by the twenty-two Chicago 
terminal lines. They are to settle all 
accounts between the terminal roads 
by the payment of balanees dlone, and 
the collection of all railroad accounts 
from shippers. The details are now 
complete, and the clearing-house will 
probably be in operation this week. 
Auditor Kirkman of the Northwestern 
will have charge of its operations. It 
is believed the clearing-hotse will en- 
able the railroads to dispense with the 
services of more than one hundred em- 
ployees. lt will also be a great con- 
venience to shippers, as one. man will 
now present the bills of all roads, in- 
stead of each road sending a collector. 

“Another radical move toward econ- 
omy is one the Vanderbilt lines will 
soon put into effect by consolidating 
the duties of its fast freight line .omf- 
. Clals. Probably none of the freight 
lines will be abolished, but one agent 
must hereafter do the business form- 
erly transacted by two or more. For 
instance, the West Shore has four men 
in Chicago, each soliciting business for 
one of its four Western connections— 
the Lake Shore, Michigan Central, 
Grand Trunk and Nickel Plate. One, 
or, at most, two, men will do this so- 
liciting when the plan is in operation. 
In this way the Vanderbilt lines have 
multiplied their agents at all important 
‘points. In each case the same reduc- 
tion in force will be made.” 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC LOCAL RATES. 

The new tariffs of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship line and the Southern Pacific 
-Railroad are causing much talk in San 
Francisco. The Bulletin of last Friday 
had a column article devoted to incon- 
sistencies discoverable in the railroad 
company's local rates. That paper 
says: 

“The highest all-rail freight rate from 
San Francisco to Los Angeles by the 
Southern Pacific Company's lines on 
and after Friday, June 16, will be $12 
per ton, and the lowest will be $5 per 
ton. The greater bulk of merchandise 
is in classes Nos. 4 and 5, which will 
move all-rail' from San Francisco to 
Los Angeles at $7.50 and $5.50 per ton, 
respectively. The distance by rail 
from San Francisco to Los Angeles is 
set down at 482 miles. The rates by 
the Pacific. Coast Steamship Company 
and rail from San Francisco to Los An- 
geles are less than by the Southern 
Pacific Company alone, but the South- 
ern Pacific all-rail rates are given for 
purposes of illustration. By compari- 
son, 


Southern Pacific Company in Southern 
California will appear. By the all-rail 
line, the freights between San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles go over the Te- 
hachepi Mountain. It has been shown 
how much cheaper it is to haul freight 
to Bakersfield from San neisco via 
Los Angeles than it is to haul it di- 
rectly up the San Joaquin Valley from 


this city to Bakersfield over a level 


country.”’

SMOOTH “DR.’’ FLOYD. 


Further Evidence That the “Deed” 
Uses in His “Business” is Forged. 

{Stockton Mail.]

“That's what they call me,’’ was the 
cheerful response, ‘and I believe I've 
got the hardest head in the world 
Want to see it?’ he asked, taking off 
his hat as he spoke. 

The reporter felt of it and found it to 
be almost like a cannon ball, it was so 
bard. Jt was peculiar shaped, and the 
scalp seemed utterly immovable. 

“I've butted iron with it and”* I've 
butted sheep and niggers, and there 
don’t nothin’ have no effect on it.”’ 

His low brow and protruding crown 
gave his head the appearance of hav- 
ing been battered down a bit, but he 
soon gave ample proof that scarcely 
anything short of an earthquake could 
make any impression on it.

“But how did you knew you had such 
a hard head’”’ asked the reporter. 

“Well. you see | always neticed it 
was tighter than most folks’ and I used 
to hear about niggers’ hard headstill |! 
got to knocking it agin the wall just to 
see if it hurt. You see I'm an all-round 
man, I'ma bitofa wrestler, and the 
sports all know me, Once I took a run 
up te St. Helena, and had a 
row with a Chinaman up _ there. 
The yellow fellow struck me over 
the head with an iron bar, and |] 
didn't feel it. So, says I to myself, ‘I've 
got a hard head and no mistake.’ After 
that lused to butt anything. Once'l 
breké a rib onthe inside of a side of 
beef by butting it on the outside, and 
there's lots of the bovs that see me 
butt an iron post up Fifteenth and Rail- 
road avenues, San Francisco.."’ 

He then proceeded to telj about an 
experience he had once upon a time in 
a sheep corral, owned by a man named 
lawrence, in which were three big 
bucks—holy terrors. He had a hard 


ight with these big brutes, but claims 


upon all his honor to have butted the 
whole of them to a standstill. 

‘But did you ever butt a man?" asked 
the reporter. 

‘Oh, I've butted niggers,’’ was the 
reply. night, up in Pete Dor- 
sey’s, at ‘Frisco, there was a big, buck 
Bigger talkin’ about buttin’, an’ { 
chipped in. ‘Who is you?’ asked the 
coon. ‘I'm nobody but Jones, the En- 
giishman,’saysl. ‘Kin vou butt!’ asked 
the coon. ‘A little, says lL’ ‘Well, bow 
would you like to butt this?’ takin’ off 
his hat. ‘Get ready,’ savs I, takin’ off 
mine. Well, | just went for him, and 


~——knecked him right en 


he got up he says to me: ‘Well, you 
is a butter, sho nuoff, but did 
you hit me as hard as veu could?’ 
and, for a fact, I hadn't hit him hard at 
all. After that | made up my mind that 
Icould butt any nigger in the world, 
and I te!l you I've had some pretty hard 
knocks with men and animals since that 
time. But] wantto make a match now 
to butt anybody, white or biack, fora 
good purse, and the sooner man and 
money come up the better Ili like it. 
As the sailor says, I'm ‘sorter stranded’ 
just now, and ! would like to do a little 
headwork in order to make a raise. All 
these millionaires have to do great 
‘-headwork to add to their immense for- 
tunes, but of course my headwork is a 
little different from theirs, but it brings 
the cash just the same.”’ 
This human prodigy has, for the past 
week or more, been working as rousta- 
bout for one of Santa Ana’s contractors 


and builders,-who has had charge of the 
improvements just made in the Dibble 
Block. He believes himself to be cham- 
pion of the world, and, ag there is no 
one in Santa Ana why cares to change 
his belief by actt.a;. demonstration, he 
is allowed to Live himself the honor.

An Ordinance. 


N ORDINANCE TO AMEND “ORDIN- 

ance imposing licenses and fixing rates 
thereof in the county of Angeles, 
State of California,” adopted March 4, 1893, 
and to add four new sections thereto. to 
be known as sections Twenty-one and one- 
halt, twenty-two and one-half, twenty- 
three and one-half and twenty-four and 
one-half. 

The board of supervisors of the county of 
Los Angeles, state of California, do ordain 
as follows: 

Section! That section three of an ordt- 
nance entitled “Ordinance imposing licen- 
s¢s and fixing rates thereof in the county of 
Los Angeles, state of California” is amended 
#0 48 to read as follows: 

Sec. 3. Every person, except as herein- 
after provided, who, in a saloon, restaurant, 
drug store or other place, either personally 
or by agent, servant or employee, selis, 
gives or furnishes to others, in quantities 
less than one-fifth of a gallon, vinous, 
mait or spiritous liquors, shail pay for every 
saloon, Bar, store or place, the sum of forty- 
tive dollars per quarter; provided that no 
license shall be issued to any such persons 
under this section, until after such persons 
shall have executed a joint and several bond 
tothe county of Los Angeles, with not less 
than two sufficient sureties in the principal 
sum of one thousand dollars, and such bond 
shall have been filed with and a proves by 
the board of supervisors of sa county, 
which, tond shail be for the term of one 
year, and conditioned that the principal of 


.such bond, during the time that he shall 


continue the business specified. not exceed- 
ing the term of the bond. will pay all license 
taxes imposed of: such business by. this 
ordinance. and that he will conduct such 
business, and the place in or at which the 
same shail be carried on,in conformity 
with this ordinance, and with the laws of 
the state of California, and for the lawful 
regulation of such business or place; said 
nd and all succeeding ones to be renewed 
at the expiration of the term therein named, 
by a new one of Mke term, amount. form 
and effect. If atanytimein the judgment 
of the board of supervisors, the sureties on 
such bond, or either of them, become 
cient, the ssid board may require the princt- 
paltoexecute a new bond with sufficient 
sureties in like form and amount as the first 
bond; and if he fails todosowithin ten 
davs after the mailing of written notice to 
him of such requirement, stating the reason 
herefor, the said board may revoke the 
icense issued. and the license fee there- 
under paid shall be forfeited tothe county. 
If at any time it shall appear to the satis 
faction of the board of supervisors. after 
having given the principal a reasonable 
notice and oppor cunity to heard, that he 
has violated an f the conditions of his 
bond, the boar ay at once revoke his 
license and declare his bond forfeited: pro- 
that, inincorporated cities and towns 
where a license tax is imposed for carrying 
on such business, no such bond shall be re- 


Section eighteen of said ordinance 
is amended so as to read as tollows: 

Sec. 18, On receipt of such application for 
license under section three of this ordinance 
the board of supervisors shall tix a day for 
hearing the same, which shall not be less 
than ten days from the date of filing. said 
spplication. and the clerk of said boardshall 

ublish allsuch applications, together with 

he time and place of hearing thereof,ina 
newspaper of general circulauon published 
in said county o 8s Angeles, to be deter- 
mined by said board; if in a daily news- 
paper. for tour ccnsecutive days before said 
iearing; if in a weekly newspaper, at least 
two insertions before said meget The 
board of supervisors shall deny said appli- 
cation for license and refuse to allowa 
license to issue thereunder. if, on such hear- 
ing, it shall appear to the satisfaction of the 
board either that the ‘applicant for such 
license isan unft ani not a proper person 
to have or hold such Hcense. or that such 
applicant has been finally convicted under 
section thirteen Of this ordinance, or that 
such application isnot made in good faith. 
or that the statements contained in said 
arplication are wilfully untrue. or that 
_thére is any other sufficient reason for such 
refusal, whether shown by protest on file, 
location of saleonor otherwise. 

Sec. 3 Section twenty of said ordinance 
is amended so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 2. Every place where vinous, malt 
or spiritors liquors are sold, given away or 
furnished to others under the provisions of 
this ordinance, .except hotels, drug stores 
and restaurants, shall be and remain closed 
trom twelve o'clock p.m. on Saturday until 
five o'clock a.m. on Monday, and between 
the hours of twelve o'clock pm, and five 
o'clock a.m. at all other times, and between 
said hours no vinous, malt or spiritous 
Nquors shali be sold, given awayor fur- 
nished; provided that this section shall not 
apply to incorporated cities or towns. . 

Seg 4. Section twenty-one of said ordi- 
nance is amended so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 2. Druggists or apothecaries may 
procure a license for selling, giving away or 
turnishing vinous, malt or spiritons liquors 
02 prescription of a regularly licensed phy- 
sician; or for use in the arts, mechanical or 


cheinical purposes, but for no other purpose; 
gist or 


apothecary shall be anthorized under such 
license to sell liquor of any kind by the 
drink, nor shall any vinous, malt or spirit- 
ous liquor sold by any druggist or apothe- 
cary be drank in the room, house aor on the 
premises occupied by said druggist or apo- 
thecary. by paying therefor twenty dollars 
gee year, to be paid quarterly on the first 
ays ot Januaay, April. July and October. 

Sec. 5. Section twenty-one and one-half is 
—e to said ordinance and reads as ftol- 
ows: 

Sec. 21445. Hotel keepers may procure a li- 
cense for selling, giving away or furnishing 
to their guests, in connection with tueir 
meals, andto be drankipthe dining-raom 
while eating their meals, and at no other 
time or place, vinous, malt or spirituous 
liquors for an annual license fee uf thirty- 
two dollars, to be po quarterly in advance 
on the first days of January, April, July and 
October, 

Sec. 6 Section twenty-two of said ordi- 
nance is amended §o0 as to read as follows: 

Sec. 2. For the purpose of this ordi- 
nance, the word “hotel” shall be construed 
to mean a place where five or more rooms 
with beds are kept for the exclusive accoim- 
modation of guests and where meals are 
regulayiy furnished to travelersand guests, 
the meals being prepared with such tre- 
quencr,and consisting of such variety and 
quantity as are ordinarily furnished by 
hotels and boarding-houses to buarders who 
pay a stipulated price for their tieals by the 
nea), day or week. 

Sec. 7. Section twenty-two and one-half 
is added to said crdinance and reads as fol- 


ows: 

Sec. 324. Restaurant proprietors, who 
are engagedin the restaurant busines; in 
good faith, may ebtain a license authoriz- 
ing them to rell, give away or furnish to 
their guests, in connection with their meals, 
only ty be drank in the dining-room while 
cating their meals, and at no other time or 

vlace, vinous or malt liquors, for an annual 
icense fee ef thirty-two dollars, tote paid 

quarterty in advance on the first days of 
anuary, April. July and October. 

bec & Section twenty-tree and one half 

- added to said ordinance, and reads as fol- 
ows: 

Sec. Wy. All hotel proprietors, druggists 
or restaurant keepers, who desire to obtain 
a license under the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, shall make applicatien in person 
therefor tothe license tax collector. Such 
application must he in writing, and upon a 
blank’to be furnished by said license tax 
collector. Such application must in all 
cases give the exact location of the prem- 
ises in which it is proposed to carry on the 
business; andiffora hotel. it must state 
the number of sleeping rooms in said hotel 
kept for guests, an the average size 
thereof, the number of guests as near as 
may be that are daily entertained thereat: 
it a restaurant, the average number ot 
meals daily served and what those meals 
usually consist of. and it a drug store, the 
approximate valce of the stock carried. 
Said application. when carefully filled out 
inac6ordance with the provisions of this.or- 
dinance, must be subscribed and sworn to 
by the applicant; and if, in the opinion of the 
license tax collector, the applicant is in good 
faith engaged inthe business he claims to 
be carrying on, and isa suitable person to 
be invested with che privilegesconferred by 
said jicense, he shall issue to said applican 
a licegse for one year as prayed for, anc 
shall then and there collect from the appli- 
cant the license fee for the first quarter o 
traction thereof. The said license tax col. 
lector shall also issue to saidapplicarta 
certificate under the seal of the county of 
Los Angeles, showin that said applicant 
has a license for selling liquors under the 
provisions of this erdinance and reatrie- 
lions therein named, and the applcant 
shall cause said certificate to be posted ina 
conspicuous place in the room in whitch said 
liquors are sold or served; and in case any 
liquor of any kind is sold_or servedin any 
room or place where said notice is not con- 
spicuously posted as aforesaid, the absence 
ot said notice shall be prima tacie evidence 
that the person so selling or serving the 
same has no license 

Sec. % Section twenty-four and one-nalf 
is added to said ordinance, and reads gs fol- 

ows. 

Sec. 2449. All licenses granted under this 
ordinance, Or any section thereof, are 

ranted and accepted by all parties receiv: 

ng licenses w.th the express understanding 
that the board. of oupatypers may revoke 
the same at any time, if satisfied that any 
ofthe conditions of the license or terms of 
this ordinance have en violated, or that 
the liganee was obtained by fraudulegt rep- 
resentations, or that the hol er of said li 
cense is an unfit person to trusted with 
the privileges granted by said license; pre 
vided, however. that no ficense shall be re- 
voked without giving the holder thereof an 
opportunity to appear before the board i 
hisown behalt. On the revoeation of a li- 
cense no part ol the money in the hands of 
the license tax collector shall pe: returned, 
but such license fee shall be forfeited to the 
county, When alicense of any person is 
revoked for any cause, no new or ather li- 
cense shall be granted to the saine person 
within six months trom the date of puch re-

CONCERNING DECIDUOUS FRUITS. 

This afternoon at 4 o'clock the Manu. 
factures Committee of the Board of Trade 
will meet at the Board of Trade rooms to 
investigate for early report upon the prac. 
tibility of endorsing the canning project 
which is descended from the business 
founded by the Pasadena Packing Com- 
pany. Allparties interested in the topic 
of fruit preparation for market are. in- 
vited to meet with the committee. 

As was suggested at the last Board of 
Trade mecting, this matter more generally 
and mote closely concerns Pasadena people 
than may attirst be realized. It was at the 
recent meeting also authoritively stated 
that a good demand has already been 
created for the goods that can be success. 
fully packed here, and that an enviable 
reputation for them had been established in 
the Eastern markets. 

Now, a practical question confronts ™the 
local fruit-growers. Itis this: Will they 
elect to take pot-luck on the market to be 
determined by outside influences and condi- 
tions, or wili they bestir themselves to 
mold conditions toward creating an inde- 
pendent and self-reliant position? The 
nearer bome that deciduous fruits can be 
put fito keeping and marketable condition 
the better for them and the better, returns 
for the producer. This proposition is too 
self-evident to require discussion. Again, 
the more perishable the product the wider 
margin must be allowed for the risks it in- 
volves in the handling. Wherefore the 
conclusions: First, that the constantly and 
rapidivy increasing output from the or- 
chards in the Pasadena district emphasizes 
the advantages to follow home packing, 
and fyrtfier thattoreap the full benefits 
from the final value of the crop the pro- 
ducer should share in the profits arising 
between his possession of it and its con. 
sumption in the finished state, which means 
coéperative packing. 

What may be the attitude of the fruit. 
growers hereabouts touching the lines sug- 
gested is one of the questions with whose 
determination the committee’s report will 
have todo, For its information the com- 
mittee necessarily looks to the interested 
parties themselves. 

A NOT UNCOMMON EXPERIENCE. 

“I remember,"’ said a prominent Pasa- 
denian, whose villais one of the present 
attractions of the place, ‘‘when both Pasa- 
dena and its surrounding country were 
very different from what they are now, and 
it was;not Many years ago, either. Town 
and country have changed more than the 
dispositions of some men. It was not many 
ago thatI firstcame to Pasadena, 
ooking for work. One might at that time, 
on a clear winter morning, stand on what 
is now the Carleton steps, and see the surf 
break on Long Beach. It looks impossible 
now, on account of buildings and trees, but 
both have sprung up within a few, short 
years. 

“Il also remember that about the first 

ople I met with here were a few 

aborers, lying in the shade and swear- 

ing vociferously at another new-comer (who 
now lives comfortably from his rent-roll, by. 
the-way) because he had accepted work at 
$1.50 per day. The swearing crowd would 
rot before they would work as cheap as 
that, sothey said. I know I felt reassured 
at finding a place where $1.50 a day was 
considered too little. I was hunting a job 
myself, and found it, though it must have 
been about the time prices dropped, for I 
worked six months at $1.25 per day, and 
saved something out of it, too, 

‘*“Another curious thing about it all,"’ he 
added, ‘‘is that the men who would not 
work for $1.50 a day then are still doing 
day jobs forithat or less now, while many 
another, who looked at work first andthe 
consideration afterward, and who started 
with nothing. is now, boom or no boom, do- 
ing the hiring and paying, while those 
same kickers are gladtodothe work at 
what it is wortb.’’

Big Sale of Apricots to Ontario Buyers— 
News and Personal Notes. 

About four hyndred tons of apricots be- 
longing to organized growers in this val- 
ley have been sold to the Faucet Fruit Com- 
pany of North Ontario. «Phe growers are, 
for some reason, very guarded about. the 
matter, and neither the price nor any of 
the particulars are made piblic. It is the 
opinion of prominent buyers of the place 
that the truit brought about $23 per ton. 
While the business men will rejoice to 
know that the growers have done this well, 
they will be sorry to learn thatthe cutting, 
drying and other work will be done at 
North Ontario, and a very largesum of 
money that would otherwise have come 
into the pockets of Pomona laborers and 
a men will now go to Ontario. No. 
body blames the organization for selling, if 
they got better prices, but it means that 
Pomona is knocked out of several thousand 
| dollars in clear cash allthe same. The lo. 
cal buyers say there are vet plenty of apri. 
cots in the valley to keep them busy all the 
season. 

The tact that this crop has sold at good 
prices shows that the deciduous fruit- 
growers have good prospects ahead, and 
they may get double the above price before 
the season is over. 

SOLID BANKS. 

Pomena has three banks, and they are 
all as solid as the Rock of Gibraltar. Every 
director and stockholder ix versonally 
known to the people of the valley, and 
they are men in whom the utmost confi- 
dence is placed. The banks of this city do 
a strictly straight banking business, and 
there is no city on the coast that is better 
fixed for banks than Pomona.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 
Important Meeting of Orange-growers— 
Resolations Adopted. 

The mecting of orange-crowers called by 
the Riverside Fruit Exchange for Saturday 
afternoon was largely attended, and those 
who have been working so hard to secure a 
thoroughly systematic method of handling 
the whole of the orange crop of the valley 
feel more encouraged than ever before. 
Betore the meeting closed 90 per cent. of 
the growers of the valley had signed the 
agreement and came into the exchange, 
though only about 80 per cent. of the crop 
is represented. There are several large 
growers, some of whom have pretty unt- 


formly secured good returns tor their 
crops by reason of having so many 
oranges and handline them weil, 


who still remain outside the exchange. As 
a furthur effort tosecure the codperation 
of the growers remaining outside the or- 
ganization, the following resolution was 
passed, and a committee, consisting of B. 
H. Milliken, R. H. Thorn, Charles Lowe, 
Judge Koethen and E. W. Holmes, ap- 
pointed to visit those holding outand urge 
them to join the exchange: 

WHEREAS, the undersicned growers of 
oranges, who have contracted with the 
Riverside Fruit Exchange for the handling 
of their fruit for the season of 1803-4, 
reprepresenting about 8!) per cent. of the 
entire crop, believing that the common 
good demands the placing of all the crop 
with the .aforesaid exchange, and further 
believing the necessity to be such as en- 
titles the respectful urging of the same 
upon our fellow-citizens who are notin such 
contract; therefore, 

Resolved, that the secretary of the ex- 
change be and is hereby instructed totrans- 
mit to each of such non-contracting parties 
a copy of this resolution, and to ask from 
them definite and favorable response. 

A go-as.you-please discussion was had 
upon the general outlook of the exchange, 
and particularly upon the action of some 
growers in persisting in their refusal to 
sign the contract and come within the or- 
ganization. Some desired the names of 
those refusing made public at the meeting, 
but others objected, the resolutions above 
being the outcome of this discussion.

A LOTTERY “FIEND.” 


A Woman Resorts to Swindling to 
Gratify Her Mania. 


Rought Goods on the Installment Plano 
and Pawned Them to Obtain Funds 
to Buy Tickets—-Goodman's 
Clever Work. 


Police Officer Goodman, who for some 
time past has been detailed on detec- 
tive work, has just closed up another 
clever piece of work. Some six weeks 
or two months ago, a Mrs. Augusta 
Weiler; who lived on Wall street, be- 
tween Sixth and Seventh, commenced a 
systematic course of swindling, with 
quite profitable results. The woman's 
plan was to purchase articles on the in- 
stallment plan, atid, as soon as deliv- 
ered, promptly pawning them for what 
she could get. Being of good address, 
and apparently respectable, she was 
very successful. Among other things 
she secured four sewing-machines, sev- 
eral sets of silver knives and forks, two 
or three pairs of chenille portieres,'half 
a dozen pairs of lace curtains, a good 
Watch and a diamond ring, all 
of which she pawned vari- 
ous places, and secured quite a sum of 
money. Not satisfied with swindling 
outsiders, she got possession of her 
husband's and son's watches, which she 
also pawned. She might have contin- 
ued her career indefinitely, but, on 
failing to make her payments on one of 
the sewing machines, the agent became 
suspicious, and, when he finally cor- 
nered the woman, she made some excuse 
to get out of the house, and finally es- 
caped. A complaint was then sworn 
out against her, and, after considerable 
delay, Goodman was put on the case. 
The officer soon discovered that she had 
left the city, going to Arizona, where 
she probably now is, and he then went 
to work to recover the stolen property, 
finally locating every piece, which has 
been returned to the owners, thereby 
saving them some 3400. \ 

But this is not all. In the course of 
his investifejons the officer discovered 
that the woman hada record that reads 
almost like a romance. Some eight 
years ago she was living with her hus- 
vyand at Sioux City, lowa, when she 
robbed him of $1500 and eloped 
with Weiler, going to Chicago. Here 
she had some trouble, and went to 
St. Louis, from there to Omaha, then 
to Portland and Seattle. From Seattle 
she went to San Francisco, where she 
remained until last February, when she 
came to Los Angelés. Here, strange to 
say, she found her first husband— 
whom she deserted in Sioux City eight 
years before—married again, with an 
interesting famiiy. . 

So far as known, Weiler knew noth- 
ing of whathis wife was doing, Ue 
supposed that she was putting away 
money, as she told him she was, and he 
never suspected anything until her sud- 
den departure opened hiseyes. The of- 
ficer further discovered that Mrs. 
Weiler was a monomaniac on the sub- 


ject of lotteries, and.all the money she 
could get her hands on was spent in 
buying tickets in the local Chinese lot- 
teries and in patronizing the Louisiana 
and other big concerns, It is altogether 
a very queer story, and the authorities 
all over the Coast have been notified to 
keep a lookout™for the woman, whose 
picture is by this time in every rogues’ 
gallery in the country.
